- Cushing helped build athletic

When your part of the athletic 
mainstream for 44 years, it’s tough to 
hang ‘em up, say goodbye and step 
aside, leaving a job that has brought 
recognition and friendship from many 
people around the Merrimack Valley 
,and New England. 

Larry Cushing did just that Friday 
night at Austin Prep as the dean of 
MVC athletic directors said goodbye 
while being honored by his family, 
friends, and a who's who of coaching 
greats from around the area that 
helped jam the Austin Prep celebra- 
tion last Friday. 

‘That’s truely what it was - a 
celebration of a great career that 
helped pave the way for Wilmington 
athletics. Wilmington athletes are 
among the most respected groups in 
the state - and Cushing was in- 
strumental in helping them earn that 
respect. 

‘Cushing received several telegrams 
congratulating him on his ac- 
complishments. They included a 
message from Governor Michael 
Dukakis that was read by State 
Representative Jim Miceli who said 
“J feel privileged to have had my kids 
in school while Larry was AD.” 


Noel said, ‘‘there’s not enough to say 
about Larry - God bless ya." Noel 
was preceded to the podium by Miceli, 
chairman of the board of Selectmen 
Aldo Caira, School Comrhittee Chair- 
man Les White, Vice President of the 
MVC Athletic Directors Association 
Mickey Sullivan (Tewksbury AD) and 
the recreation commission's, Frank 
Ste 

hool Superintendent Walter H. 
Pierce spoke before WHS baseball 
coach Jim Gillis took the crowd down 
memory lane with a roast in the form 
of a slide show. Pierce mentioned 
that Larry was always coming into his 
office to let him know about the latest 
athletic developments at WHS with 
the line ‘Walter there's something 
your going to have to know about.”

Cushing's longevity and the develop- 
ment of the WHS athletic program in 
the 50's and 60's are have always im- 
pressed me.

‘The cynics will say that it's about 
time that they put this horse out to 
pasture, but I say that the job the man 
did was admirable and after over 40 
years at the helm he deserves this 
ong leisure period that I'm sure will 
keep his athletic fires burning.

‘After many years, the fate 
of the Route 129 Improvement 
project is finally about to be 
decided. The League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington 
believes the issue is twofold.

munters’ and shoppers 
needs; development of in- 
creased local and 1 
public transportation.

Conservation Commission postpones decision 


by Elaine DePasquale 

‘The Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission has yet to give its nod of ap- 
proval to builder James DeCarolis for 
the construction of 16 houses in a sub- 
division off Woburn Street 

A public hearing held Monday night 
on the proposed construction of 
Woburn Heights was continued pen- 
ding an on-site inspection by members 
of the Commission, the Town 
Engineer and DeCarolis, and the 
receipt of letters of concern expected 
from the town of Reading and the 
Ipswich River Watershed Association 

DeCarolis has already bullt four 
homes with frontage on Woburn 
Street, near Jenks bridge, which 
crosses the Ipswich River. He is now 
seeking to further develop the 21.5 
acre parcel by constructing two roads 
into the rear of the property which 
would provide access for 16 additional 
house lots 

In the process, he has asked permis- 
sion to culvert an existing drainage 
way and to fill a small area Ipcated 
along the preimeter of nearby 
wetlands. Frank Griggs of Merrimac 
Engineering, DeCarolis' represen- 
tative, stated that no permanent 
structures would be erected within 
the flood plain, an approximately 500 
foot wide strip of land along the 
Ipswich River.

the wetlands area," said Griggs, “We 
are treating the wetlands very, very 
carefully.” 

Griggs also said that because the 
amount of land to be filled is 

negligible,"’ it is not worth distur- 
bing the wetlands to provide for com- 
pensatory water storage area 
elsewhere on the property. 

DeCarolis has already received ap- 
proval for the proposal from the Plan- 
ning Board subject to the incorpora- 
tion into it of 12 modifications. Some 
of these provide for additional street 
lights, and fire hydrants, a minimum 
elevation of 78 feet above sea level for 
drainage ways and a minimum eleva- 
tion of 82 feet for the first inhabitable 
floor of each home. Also requested by 
the Planning Board was a drainage 
easement on the proposed lot 5 with a 
catch basin connection rather than the 
proposed headwall 

Asa part of the proposal, DeCarolis 
plans to deed to the town a six-acre 
parcel of land along the Ipswich 
River, adjacent to the wetlands. 

Paul Lewis, a member of the North 
Reading Conservation who was pre- 
sent at the hearing said his town was 
concerned about possible ground 
water contamination, flood control, 
fisheries and storm damage. 

In answer to Lewis’ concern about 
flooding, Griggs said there was little 
possibility of a raging torrent because 
the area is ‘dammed up” between
